WASHINGTON, March 81.—A gentle- 


man who is familiar with the situation 
In Venezuela makes the following Inter- 
esting statement of the causes which 
have led to the present condition of 
affairs in that country: 


"The now constitution of Venezuela 


provides, by one of its articles, that it 
shall not bo put in operation until Feb- 
ruary 30, 181)4, but seven out of the 
eight states whlah have approved and 
ratified It, have expressed thoir desire 
tlmt it be put in operation Immediately. 
Chiefly upon this ground President 
Anduuxa'l'nluclo wishes it to be promul 
gated niul enforced ut once. To this the 
majority in congress objects, chlclly on 
the ground tliat the new constitutional 
regime must not be if in by a violation of 
un article in the constitution. 


"If the Idea of congress prevails, un 


interregnum of about two years has to 
occur, in which the present constitution 
shall continue to be in force in the 
country. Hut as It happens that the 
term of ollieo of President Andueza 
Palaulo expired on the 19th of March 
lust, the question arises whether a 
regular presidential election must take 
place, under the laws and by the 
methods provided for in the present con- 
stitution or whether the election shal 
be restricted to cover only the interreg- 
num, with the understanding that in 
I.HIM a new election shall take place ac- 
cording to the new constitution. 


"Tin- majority of congress adheres to 


the former view and wishes a regular 
election to be ordered, and that a new 
federal council—although that body is 
abolished by the new constitution—be 
so elected. 


"President Andueza Pnluclo, on the 


contrary, wishes tlmt a temporary 
president be elected, until a permanent 
one under the new constitution can be 
chosen, tind that the election of the 
federal council be dispensed with, in 
obedience to the will of the people who 
abolished It, in the new constitution. 


"President I'aluclo cannot succeed 


himself, because both constitutions for- 
bid Immediate 
re-election; but 
he 


claims the right, and says that it is his 
duty, to see that the new constitution 
is started by its friends. Upon this 
ground he wishes that the temporary 
president be elected from a list of three 
candidates nominated by him. To this 
the majority of congress objects on the 
ground that such a pretension is merely 
a cover, which shall serve only to secure 
the election of Senor Andueza Palaclo 
in tsiH, besides keeping him in power, 
although behind the scenes, between 
now anil the regular election. 


"To these well-divided issues, a large 


amount of crimination and recrimina- 
tions, the to motives of each party to 
the contention, has been added; and it 
has been powerfully instrumental in 
exciting the feelings of the followers, 
both of the president and of the major- 
ity of congress. 


"On the BOth of February, when con- 


gress met, It was found that there was 
a quorum In the house, but rot in the 
senate. This condition of things lias 
continued, and the fact is that no ac- 
tion of any kind has been taken by that 
body. The majority claims that the 
friends and followers of President An- 
diuvji i'uluclo absent themselves on pur- 
pose, so us to obstruct legislation, or 
any action unfavorable to the wishes 
ami views of the president. President 
Andue/a Pulaclo, on his part, claims 
Unit the opposition in congress is file- 
tioiiH, niul does everything to oppose 
the will of the people."

"Among the papersof Oarza captured 


>y our troops was an autobiography, 
le had all of his plans mapped out, too, 


to what he would do after he got

On the roll of his men there are thirty- 
five escaped felons, men who would die 
rather than bo captured. One of these, 
a desperate fellow by the name of Ka- 
non, killed four men in a street flght in 
Mexico. Ho shot or stabbed some man 
in an affray and then killed three mora 
persons. 
Such fellows as these wa 


would like to get hold of. The laborer! 
who were said to have been confeder- 
ates of his and who have gone back to 
work we did not bother. 


We only had three skirmishes with 


Qarza's men. These did not amount to 
much. They would fire into our troops 
and then run. Only one of our officers 
was killed, and I think we have the 
man who killed him. He was captured 
with the officer's pistol on him. As 
long as Oarza remains where he is, I do 
not think he can be captured. The 
chaparral and cactus I spoke of are so 
dense that it is impossible to get through 
with one of our big cavalry horses with- 
out dismounting and leading your 
horse. The first suits of uniform my 
men wore down in that country were 
torn to pieces by thorns. 


"No, I do not apprehend any further 


trouble frum Oarza, but it will be neces- 
sary to keep n few squads of cavalry 
there, or he might break out again. 
" 'How do the soldiers stand it on the 


border?' Oh, they enjoy it. They like 
an active outdoor life. Though colder 
than usual for that section, the weather 
was iinild. The hunting is good too, 
and some of the men have had flue 
sport. The summers there, however, 
are very hot, and I fear the boys will 
not fare so well."

He was not alarmed. .Still Oarza's out- 
break had a damaging effect upon the 
tlmvncesof Mexico. Government bonds 
dropped and it wns impossible as ex- 
pected to negotiate cei-teiu bonds in 
Holland to build a railroad which had 
been begun. It aim prevented the sale 
of Texas lands which would probably 
have been sold before this.

Utah's Exhibit at. tho World's Fair. 
WAHUISBTON, March 01.—The house 


committee on territories yesterday or- 
dered Mr. Washington to report favor- 
ably the bill introduced by Mr. Caino, 
of Utah, to enable the people of Utah 
to provide for the collection, arrange- 
ment and display of the products of the 
territory at the World's fair. The bill 
uuthorl/i>s the appropriation of 85(1,000 
out of the treasury of Utah for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the provisions of 
this act. The bill, when reported, will 
contain a preamble setting forth the 
fact that the legislature of Utah passed 
an act authorizing the appropriation of 
Jir>0,000 for an exhibit at the World's 
lair, which was vetoed by the governor 
as unconstitutional, and the people of 
Utah have appealed to coup-ess lor re- 
lief from the governor's veto as final. 


Mr. O'Neill's Eight-Hour Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 81.—The house 


committee on labor yesterday further 
discussed the bill introduced by Mr. 
O'Neill, of Missouri, constituting eight 
hours a day'a work for laborers, work- 
men and mechanics employed on behalf 
of the government, or by contractors 
doing work for the government. The 
discussion developed a sentiment in op- 
position to making the la\. apply to 
persons who take government contracts. 
No conclusion was reached, and the 
measure went ever till the next meet- 
Ing of this committee.

Didn't Know It Waa Loaded. 


KNOXVIM.K, Tenn., March 31.—Bob 


Arwood was shot and fatally injured 
yesterday afternoon by his friend and 
fellow-railway employe, Phil Scarlot. 
They were in the Kansas City 0. & L. 
yards and a small 'W-caliber rifle being 
at hand, Arwood boldly asserted that 
Scarlot could not hit him at fifteen 
paces. He walked the distance and 
turned. The trigger was pulled aud 
Arwood fell, the brains cozing from an 
ugly wound. Arwood has never recov- 
ered from the shock and can live but a 
few hours. The murderer was placed 
ill jail. "Didn't know it was loaded" is 
to be his defense. 


N. J.., March 31.—The body 


of Walt Whitman was consigned to the 
tomb built under his direction in Har- 
leigh cemetery, in the outskirts of Cam- 
den, yesterday afternoon. Tho day was 
suoh a one as the poet would have 
chosen for the last rites over the frame 
that has held his immortal spirit. 
Birds caroled joyously in the trees 
about his tomb and the warm spring 
sunshine flooded the earth. 


Long before 11 o'clock the hour at 


which the remains were to be exposed 
to public view, a crowd began to gather 
in front of the plain little frame house 
at 32(1 Mlckle street, where the poet 
passed the last eighteen years of his 
life. 
When the door was opened they 


began passing in through the little 
front parlor around the casket which 
rested on pedestals in the adjoining 
room. They passed the foot of the 
casket, around to the head and into the 
hallway by a side door. For over two 
hours the solemn procession kept on its 
way, and in all about 2,500 people 
looked at the poet's face for the last 
time. 


The body was dressed in a plain suit 


of mixed gray. The wide rolling collar, 
the linen turned back from the wrists 
and all the other details of dress char- 
acteristic of the poet in life were faith- 
fully carried out in dressing him for the 
grave. His hands were crossed on his 
br castand the whole appearance of the 
body was singularly lifelike. 


The remains were encased in a heavy 


casket 
of 
polished oak with bare 


handles of oxidized silver, and were 
viewed through a plate of heavy glass. 
A plain silver plate on the lid of the 
casket bore in old English text simply 
the name, "Walt Whitman." At the 
tomb the casket was placed inside a 
heavy red cedar box, bearing a copper 
plate with this inscription: 


Walter Whitman: 


Born May 81. 1819; Died March 20,1892. 


There were a number of floral gifts. 


T. B. Aldrich of Boston sent a wreath 
of ivy «nd violets. Mrs. Kichard Wat- 
BOU Gilder sent palm leaves and a 
branch of laurel. A wreath of laurel 
was sent "in the name of Sir Edwin 
Arnold." The following po,im was sent 
from New York by Edmund Clarence 
Stedman, attached to a wreath of ivy: 
Good-by, Wftlt. 
Good-by from all you loved of earth— 
Hook, tree, dumb creature, num mill woman— 
To you their coumulo huumit. 
Tbe last assault ends now: and now 
In some great world hai birth 
A minstrel, whose stroiiK HOU! 
Has broader wing*, moro bntve Imaginings. 
Stare crowu the hilltop whore your dust shall 


lire 
E'en as we flay, "Good-by. Good-by," OKI Walt. 


Shortly after 'J o'clock the body was 


removed to Harleigh cemetery, where 
upwards of H.OOO people had gathered, 
and where, at 3:15, the funeral services 
were held under a tent. Not one-fifth 
of those who came for the purpose 
were able to hear the eulogies pro- 
nounced upon the deceased, so great was 
the crowd. 


Francis Howard Williams, of Phila- 


delphia, opened the services by reading 
Whitman's "Death Carol." 


Thomas B. Harden, of Camdeii, a 


friend of the dead poet, then delivered 
an address reviewing Whitman's life in 
Camden. 


Francis Howard Williams followed, 


reading extracts from the writing of 
Confucius and Itnddha and the Beati- 
tudes. 


Dr. Daniel (.!. Brintoii, of riiilndel- 


clolphia, thi'n read nn eloquent eulogy 
of tlie poet, niul Mr. Williams read se- 
lections of 
the 
"Koran" and 
the 


"Prophecy of Isaiah." 


l)r. H. M. Kiiclce, of London, Ont, the 


friend and biographer of Whitman, fol- 
lowed, tie paid r. touching tribute to 
the memory of Whitman. 


Mr. Williams then read from the New 


Testament the words of Jesus concern- 
Ing death; from the book of Esther, on 
conscience, and from the. writings of 
Plato. He was followed by Col. Robert 
G. Ingersoll, who made the most bril- 
liant address of the afternoon. Col. 
Ingcrsoll said: 


Again, we, in tho mystery of life, are 


brought face to fnce with tho inystory oE death. 
A great man—a groat American—the most omt- 
aent citizen of this republic—is dead before us. 
And wo have mot to pay a tribute to his great- 
neBB and to his worth. I know that he needs 
no worfla of mine. His fame Is socuro. He 
laid tho foundntiuns of It doop In th o human 
heart. He wits, above all th»t I have known, tho 
poet of humanity, of sympathy. Groat! Ho was 
BO ureat that ho lives above the greatest that he 
met without nrroyanco, and so Rroat that ho 
Btoopod to the lowoHt without condescension. 
He never claimed to bo greater or lower than 
any other of tho sous of men. Ho came into 
our generation a free, untrnminolod spirit, 
with sympathy for all. His ami was bonoath 
tho 
form 
ot 
tho sick. Ho sympathized 


with 
the imprisoned and 
despised. And 


even on tno brow of clime he was great 
enough to place the kiss of sympathy. One of 
tho greatest lines in onr literature Is his. 
Bpoaklng of an outcast—and tho lino is great 
enough to do honor to tho greatest gonins that 
has ovor lived—he said: ''Not until tho gun ox- 
cludos you will I oxcluilo you." A charity as 
wide as the sky. And wheros'or was human 
suffering, human misfortune, tho sympathy of 
Whitman bent above it as tho flrmamant bends 
above the earth.

FIXDLEY, O., March 31.—Jos. Little, 


:he man who, at 5 o'clock yesterday 
morning- backed his wife and 
two 


(laughters in a horrible inauner, was 
Miken from the county jail hero at 12:50 
this morning-by a mob of nearly 1,000 
determined men and hanged. 


As the mob entered the jail Little 


called their attention to the cell he was 
occupying' as the one they wore looking 
for. 
It took thirty minutes to batter 


down the cell door when the doomed 
man was dragged out and thencw to the 
Main-street bridge. 


After the first attempt was made to 


hang 1 Xttle lie was dragged by the neck 
through the streets to the'fatal tele- 
graph pole. Shots from two-score re- 
volvers were fired into the lifeless body. 


The mob is said to have been com- 


posed of the best citizens,- but was 
poorly organized and lacking a leader. 


The body is still hanging, awaiting 


the arrival of the coroner, the mob hav- 
ing dispersed immediately after the 
hanging. 


Ijittle displayed great gameness and 


seemed to be satisfied that he was meet- 
ing with justice.

KD ANARCHISTS. 


Scotland Yard Prepared to Oive Them 


a Warm Welcome In England. 


LONDON, March 31.—The Scotland 


Yard authorities received word from 
Paris yesterday afternoon that the forty 
anarchists cxpelcd from France on ac- 
count of the recent dynamite, outrages 
iu the French capital were nearly all 
making for England. The dispatches 
gave the names of. the suspects, with 
their descriptions and told what trains 
they had taken. Some had started by 
way of llelgium, others by way of 
Dieprje. others by way of Havre and 
others by way of the Channel islands. 


Chief Anderson, of the criminal in- 


vestigation department, hurried to the 
French consul a.nd Uoino Secretary 
Matthews and other functionaries as to 
the best method of dealing with this in- 
vasion of dangerous characters. Upon 
returning to the Scotland Yard he con- 
ferred with his assistants and perfected 
arrangements to have all the ports at 
which the anarchist travelers were 
likely to laud watched by detectives, 
who will shadow the unwelcome Immi- 
grants from the. time they sot foot upon 
English soil until they reach London 
aud take up 
permanent 
quarters. 


Dover and Folkestone have already 
been covered and officers have started 
for Wymouth, Ncwhaven, Southamp- 
ton, Harwich and other ports. The cus- 
toms authorities in London have been 
ordered to co-operate with the police by 
giving due notice of the arrival of the 
refugees from France. 
The govern- 


ment has decided upon a system of 
registration for suspicious foreign resi- 
dents of London, so that the police can 
keep close watch on such people. It is 
the intention to arrest

Even Switzerland is debating the ques- 
tion of restricting the privileges she 
has always heretofore granted in the 
matter of domicile to foreign political 
criminals of every class. 


There is a strong fueling among the 


English conservatives, which is also 
shared liy a number of liberals, in favor 
of excluding tlve anarchists from th«s 
country, though to do so would break 
up a long-standing tradition of tolera- 
tion. 


It is learned that already great pre- 


cautions are being exercised in the 
guarding of all public building against 
any attempt ill wrecking. Home Secre- 
tary Matthews recently conferred with 
the law otlieers of the crown as to the 
propriety of prosecuting certain inflam- 
matory weekly papers, chiefly foreign 
organs, printed in London and circu- 
lated mainly on the continent. It is 
understood that steps will b« taken to 
begin such legal proceedings.

archists do not regard Xew York as a

They are not likely to take up their 
quarters in America unless the British 
government decides to refuse them a 
refuge in London. .If driven out of En- 
gland they will probably go to Chicago.

Farther Details as to the Plans of 
the Company—Close to 
Deoatur. 


The other day the REPUBLICAN pub- 


lished a picture ot the route of the 
Ghioago-St. Ixrais Electric Railway, 
which is to send passenger cars across 
the country at the rate of 100 miles an 
hour. The line has been partly sur- 
veyed. It will go through part of Illini 
and Austin townships in Maoon county, 
within a few miles ot Deoatur, and a 
branch line will be run to this oity. 
Rapid preparations are being made to 
have the road in operation in time for 
the World's Pair. 


THE PLANS IN DETAIL. 


The company has been organized for 


the purpose of constructing, maintaining 
and operating not only a complete elec- 
tric railway between Chicago and St. 
Louis, but also to supply citizens and 
cities .with light and power for "state, 
county, municipal, domestic, farming and 
manufacturing purposes." Dr. 'Welling- 
ton Adams, the general [manager, makes 
an interesting disclosure of plans in 
which it ia said that the road will be 
operated from one central station, loca- 
ted at the mouth of a coal mine, which 
the company will also operate by means 
of improved electrical appliances, some- 
where very nearly midway between the 
termini. It will be divided into five 
sections ot ten miles each, which will 
constitute a complete block system mak- 
ing it impossible for any two cars to run 
at a high speed upon any single section 
ac th« same time, thus making collisions 
imposcible. There will be a complete 
block signaling system by means of in- 
candescent elect lie lights, with te'e- 
pbonio 
communication between cars 


upon the same flection, whether running 
or standing still. 
The road will be 


Humiliated 
by 
incandescent electric 


(amps for one mile tthead and one mile 
behind every car while running. It will 
be bui t in a practically straight line aud 
as fur 1.8 possibl* will avoid grade crosE- 
ingsof other roads. At all grade cross- 
ings, whether w»gou or railroad, a red 
electric ligLt will be deployed and an 
electric bell rung for two minutes before 
it is time for the train to pass. It is in- 
tended to ultimately construct 
four 


tracks, two outside for local truffle and 
high class freight, wbile the two inner 
tracks will be used 
exclusively 
for 


through paesenger traffic, mail and high 
claee exprers. The through cars will not 
stop anywhere between tbe two terminal 
cities between which they run. Branches 
will be operated connecting the large 
cities off the main line with that thor- 
oughfare and from these points individ- 
ual through oars will be run to and from 
tbe cities of St. Louis and Chicago with- 
out stop. Ultimately a street will be ran 
tlong tbe sides of these tracks along 
which dwelling houses and stores will be 
built. Upon tbe lots which it is pro- 
posed to lay ont will be built residences 
by people desiring to get away from tbe 
dirt aud filth ot tbe oity aud yet be 
within easy access of a large place. The 
curs will be run at the rate ot 100 miles 
per hour, thus making the time of the 
trip between tbe termini about two and 
a halt hours. Either ot the three routes 
which the company proposes to take will 
be thirty-three miles shorter than any ot 
the existing steam routes. It will hardly 
be necessary to travel at night since the 
traveler's destination can be reached so 
easily and quickly in the early morning 
or late evening. For this reason freight 
and mail will be handled at night. 


Farmers along tha route oan build 


switches of light rails cheaply and thus 
have easy and convenient access to all 
of their products. The vast markets of 
Chicago and St. Louis will thus be 
placed within easy reach ot tbe agricul- 
turalists. 


The cars to be used are Intig, low and 


compact, having two seta of driving 
wheels, driven by separate and distinct 
motors; they will be exceptionally strong 
and well put together. The top ot the 
car will stand only cine feet from the 
ground, which is three feei lower than 
the average street oar. This brings the 
center of gravity very low and near to 
the track, decreasing immensely the dan- 
ger ot jumping the rails. It will have a 
wedge-shaped ness or front for cutting 
the air, all of which is an important fac- 
tor in high-speed engines. Tbe entire 
weight ot the oar ia but one hundred 
tons, Ot course electricity will be used 
for beat and light, aud the coaches will 
be fitted with modern conveniences and 
comforts. There will be no conductors or 
brhkeraen. The cars can be stopped 
within half a mile by means of the motor 
and auxiliary brakes. It is tbe intention 
to run through oars at an intervals of an 
hour and accommodation oars—of course 
on other tracks—every half hour, stop- 
ping at all points on the line.
